Community, State, Regional and Fed Agencies Resolve Serious 
Situation That Shuts Down Springfield St.; Arrest Made

On Wednesday, June 23rd Feeding Hills resi¬ 
dent Michael Grooker was arrested and his automo¬ 
bile was impounded after materials of a suspicious 
nature were found in Crooker’s automobile and in 
his apartment at 1162 Springfield Street, Feeding 
Hills. 

Agawam Chief of Police Robert Campbell 
made a statement for representatives of the hordes 
of media at around 1:00 p.ra,: "At 10:00 a.m. the 
Agawam Police Department assisted the Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms Agency (AFT) with a search 
warrant for 1162 Springfield Street, Apartment 29. 
An arrest warrant was also served at this address. 
During the search- of the apartment, suspected 
chemical agents were found along with suspected 
explosive powders and .bomb-making materials. 
During the arrest, a motor vehicle was recovered 
and brought back to the Agawam Police Station. 
During the inventory search, a suspect explosive 
device was located and removed by an A.T.F. explo¬ 
sive enforcement officer.” Emergency Management 
Director Chester Nicora told The Agawam

Advertiser News, “When notified, the Local 
Emergency Management Committee opened up 
our Emergency Operations Center and five staff 
members were called to man the radios and tele¬ 
phones. From then on, the E.O.C.. worked with 
police and Firefighters to get busses for evacuating 


residents who lived close to the suspect’s apartment. 
We opened the Agawam Junior High School as a 
shelter and provided cots. The Red Cross brought 
food and snacks and Chief of Police Robert

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Campbell assigned a police officer to stay at the 
Junior High School all night. Building Maintenance 
Director Tony Albro also arranged to have a mainte¬ 
nance worker on hand for the night.” 

Springfield Street was cordoned off from 
Sacred Heart Church to Feeding Hills Center from 
early afternoon until well after midnight, causing a 
number of businesses to close, including Stop and 
Shop. 

When asked to estimate the extent of its lost 
revenue, Stop and Shop spokesperson Faith Weiner 
said, ‘This was a public safety issue. We cooperated 
with authorities and are glad there were no 
injuries.” 

The apartment where Crooker resided had 
become a federal crime scene, and representatives 
from many agencies were represented in the mis¬ 
sion to preserve the safety of the public. Crooker 
has an extensive criminal history that includes 
weapons convictions and explosives charges. 

The arrest was made due to police pursuit of 
the person or persons responsible 
for blowing out car windows with an unknown 
weapon on area highways, according to a published 
report on June 24th. 

Crooker was arrested in “connection with an 
investigation into the discovery of an air rifle and 
what appeared to be a homemade silencer in a 
package reportedly sent by the felon, according to 
an affidavit filed in federal court." 

District Attorney William M. Bennett said that 
the two cases were “not believed to be related.” 

Chief David Pisano told us there was plenty of 
reason for officials taking such precautions. “Deputy 
Fire Chief Stephen Martin had to bring in addition¬ 
al personnel. There were several agencies involved, 
and they all worked seamlessly together. Many pre¬ 
cautions were necessary and there were substantial 
risks. We appreciate the public’s cooperation.” 

Martin gave us his summation of the extrarordi- 
nary events of June 23rd, stating, “The Fire 
Department assisted in public safety in dealing with 
potential hazardpus materials and with coordinat¬ 
ing the Regional IV Hazardous Materials Team. The 
Fire Department assisted with Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Hazardous Materials entry teams for 
evidence removal. Many members of the 
Emergency Operations Center and Local 
Emergency Management Committee remained at 
the site on Springfield Street.” 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen remained on the 
scene until around 11:00 p.m. Martin remained 
until after 3:00 a.m., and Health Director Randy 
White made the decision to allow people to return 
to the apartments in 1172 Springfield Street, the 
apartment building parallel to 1162, around 1:00 
a.m. on Thursday, June 24th. White told The 
Advertiser News, “I was called by Chet Nicora to 
address any health concerns as a result of these inci¬ 
dents. I was in contact with Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, and I went to reas¬ 
sure the public that it was safe to reoccupy the 
building.” 

According to James A. McNally, a spokesman 
for the ATF field office in Boston, some kind of 
explosive material was detonated intentionally 
around 7:30 p.m. Precautions for public safety 
included placing the explosives in a large pile of 
sand in the back of a dump muck and escorting the

truck by ambulance to town-owned property, where 
it was detonated without risk to public safety, 
according to McNally. 

Cohen responded to the scene just before noon 
on the 23rd. He told us, “The Local Emergency 
Planning Committee training and the table top 
exercises at the Emergency Operations Center and 
the regional training at Eastern States helped create 
the smooth operations and communications. As 
Mayor, my major focus was on the safety of our citi¬ 
zens and our community. This is an ongoing feder¬ 
al case and it was nice that the federal, state, and 
local agencies worked so well together. 

“I am very proud of our Police Department, our 
Fire Department, our emergency management 
team, and the hazardous materials team in their 
handling of this very serious situation. They got the 
shelter up and running, with cots, Tony Albro 
hooked up cable television for the people, and the 
Red Cross brought them meals, breakfast, and 
snacks. All of our local department training the city 
has put in place under my administration has been 
successful,” Cohen said. 

Lieutenant Steven Draghetti of the Agawam 
Police Department reviewed the events for The 
Advertiser News that led up to the arrest of Crooker 
and subsequent search of his apartment at 1162 
Springfield Street in Feeding Hills. 

“This is a federal investigation. We were noti¬ 
fied about a week ahead that the ATF would like 
our assistance when they executed the search and 
arrest warrants, and we complied. Crooker was 
taken into custody about 11:30 a.m. at the intersec¬ 
tion of Mill and Springfield Streets on June 23rd. 
He was detained briefly at our station until ATF 
agents could transport him to federal court.” 
Draghetti explained that whenever a vehicle is 
towed to the police station, an inventory of the car 
is done to provide a record of whatever is in the

vehicle. While conducting inventory of the susper f 
car, ATF agents found an explosive device. 

“The precautions and procedures used during 
our search of Crocker’s apartment were necessary 
to ensure safety to the public,” Draghetti said. “It 
was a huge responsibility. The information we had 
was to evacuate people within 1,000 feet in all direc¬ 
tions. We do not take it lightly to close down a mile 
of a major street like Springfield Street and to dis¬ 
rupt lives. Everything we did was due to the serious 
nature of the incident. We had no idea how many 
hours or days the situation would continue, so we 
put officers on twelve-hour shifts. Everybody worked 
longer and harder. Overtime was just under $7,000 
for the whole incident.” 

In addition to the responsibilities of the apart¬ 
ment search, the police had to take care of the 
usual problems in Agawam, such as motor vehicle 
accidents, medical emergencies and larcenies. “We 
are still finishing up reports and assessments," said 
Draghetti. ‘The Mayor’s office will be having a brief¬ 
ing on this incident so we can evaluate our actions, 
use the experience as a learning tool, and talk 
about ways we can improve our responses in the 
future.”

People are aware that challenges to public safe¬ 
ty have multiplied in the past several decades. The 
Environmental Protection Agency's Office of 
Pollution, Prevention and Toxics lists several thou¬ 
sand substances classified as hazardous materials. 
State training in the handling and safety require¬ 
ments of these chemicals began in 1990 for the 
Agawam Fire Department and ten other local town 
fire departments. These eleven fire departments 
comprise the Regional Emergency Response Team. 

Ongoing drills and exercises continuously 
upgrade and hone the safety skills of this team. 
There is a new breed of chemicals, and fire depart¬ 
ment training and experience has contributed to 
public safety in more complicated and demanding 
ways than ever before. 

Even prior to the events of September 11th, 
2001, hazardous materials teams have been dealing 
with explosives, toxic spills, and storage and leakage 
issues. Theirs is an entirely different and perhaps 
more comprehensive education than any available 
in traditional classroom situations.

Memorial Day has passed and I wish to thank 
Ed Kellogg and Diane Moreau of the Veterans’ 
Services Office, the Veterans’ Council and volun¬ 
teers, and all those groups who work hard to 
make this happen each year. I especially want to 
thank the nearly 500 spectators who showed their 
patriotism and support for remembering our fall¬ 
en veterans. 

This year, the nation dedicated a WWII mon¬ 
ument in Washington, D.C. To recognize this 
event, we chose to honor five World War IF veter¬ 
ans this year, one from each branch of the mili¬ 
tary. Wesley Bradford is an Army veteran who 
served with the 82nd Airborne. He was wounded 
during fighting at the Battle of the Bulge. Carl 
Dagenais is a Marine who served in the South 
Pacific fighting in four invasions, including lwo 
Jima, where he was wounded. Ralph McEwan is a 
Navy veteran who served on board landing ships 
as a motor machinist’s mate. While there he took 
part in the invasions of Okinawa and lwo Jim a. 


John Carras is a veteran of the Army Air Corps, 
now known as the Air Force. He piloted bombers 
over Japan in the war, then stayed in, eventually 
retiring in the 1960s. Priscilla Peterson is a Coast 
Guard veteran who served working as a store 
keep at Constitution Base in Boston. 

These are just a few of the many WWII veter¬ 
ans who live in town. They might be gray now and 
have lost the spring in their step, but when they 
were young, they were the hope and promise of 
our nation. Remember those who remain forever 
buried on foreign lands, those who did not 
return and who never saw the end to their fight. 
Remember those who gave their tomorrows so we 
could have today.

measuring the effectiveness of new and existing pro¬ 
grams to ensure that United Way dollars are used to 
address the most pressing community needs.” 

“In addition,” said Horne, “we are working with 
partners to develop a number of initiatives, and a por¬ 
tion of this year’s donations to our general fund were 
allocated to out-of-school time programming.” 

United Way recently allocated $3,500 for 
Communities that Care, a collaborationcollaboration 
between the Holyoke School Department, the 
Holyoke Youth Task Force, Girls Inc., and the 
Channing Bete Company. The goal of die collabora¬ 
tion is to survey students about the risks that they are 
exposed to. The results of the survey will provide 
insight and suggestions about how to help young peo¬ 
ple overcome the challenges posed by such issues as 
teen pregnancy, drug use, and smoking. 

United Way has allocated $25,000 to help fund a 
Citizen’s Schools program administered by die Martin 
Luther King Jr., Community Center at Duggan 
Middle School next fall, and $40,0000 for a No Child 
Left Behind program at DeBerry School. Both of 
these programs are part of The United Way 
Children’s Achievement Network (UCAN), which 
partners with government, education, health and 
humans services, and the faidi community to improve 
school readiness so that every child has die tools to 
succeed. 

Current UCAN initiatives include Citizen’s 
Schools; Step-Up Springfield; jAvanza!—The Holyoke 
Task Force for Excellence in Latino Education, The 
School Readiness Indicators Project; No Child Left 
Behind, and The Western Massachusetts After School 
Network.

The Perfect Law 

Of Liberty 


There was a woman who was married to a very 
demanding husband. She lived in a state of 
oppression because of all the things he made her 
do. It wasn’t even that the things her husband 
wanted her to do were bad; it was just that he was 
so incessantly demanding. In her heart, she 
believed that her husband did not love her. How 
could he? All he did was demand things of her, 
and he never expressed any appreciation for her 
or affection towards her. 

That husband died, and some time later, the 
woman married again. Her new husband was the 
mirror opposite of her first husband. Whereas her 
first husband was constantly ordering her to do 
one thing after another and they lived in a love¬ 
less marriage, her new husband was kind and sup¬ 
portive, and appreciated everything she did. The 
woman was truly happy. >• 

One day, the woman decided to clean out her 
attic. As she was rummaging through the boxes 
and piles, she came across some pictures and a 
diary from the days of her first marriage. At first, 
she was simply going to throw them all away, but 
for some reason, she sat down and started looking 
through the pages and pictures of her former life. 


When she opened her diary, she read the lists 
of chores her deceased husband had ordered her 
to complete. There were pages of them. Her first 
reaction was to shudder at the memories. But 
then something dawned on her. She realized that 
with her new husband, she did many if not all of 
the same chores. But it was different now. It was 
not oppressive, like it had been before. Then, she 
was ordered to do things. Now, she labored with 
acts inspired by love. 

When God gives us laws to live by, they are 
not oppressive. God’s laws are not intended to 
repress us, but rather to guide us to live in true 
freedom. God’s rules for humans might very well 
be called the Perfect Law of Liberty. Living 
according to the laws that God gives us through¬ 
out the Bible is the way for people to be truly 
happy and truly free. 

Someone once asked, is there a fourth of July 
in England? Well, the answer is yes, but it doesn’t 
mean the same thing to them that it does to us. 
There is also a fourth of July in every other coun¬ 
try in the world, even though in many of them, it 
is just another day to live under a repressive 
regime. For Americans, of course, the fourth of 
July represents our independence, our liberty to 
live in freedom instead of living under tyranny. 

The freedoms- that we enjoy are not supposed 
to be freedom from living responsibly. Indeed, we 
are not truly free, if we do not live responsibly. If 
we choose to live each day as we please, our free¬ 
doms will quickly disappear. It will be our own 
fault, if we lose our jobs for failing to show up at 
work. It will be our own fault, if we lose important 
relationships because we are unfaithful. 

The Bible says that if someone is caught in a 
sin, you who are spiritual should restore him gen¬ 
tly.

The one who sows to 
please his sinful nature, from that nature will 
reap destruction; the one who sows to please the 
Spirit, from the Spirit will reap eternal life. Let us 
not become weary in doing good, for at the prop¬ 
er time we will reap a harvest if we do not give up. 
Therefore, as we have opportunity, let us do good 
to all people. 

Sometimes we can be tempted to think that 
because we are fortunate enough to be 
Americans, that we are somehow better than 
other people. That’s simply not so. Americans 
are no less sinful than other people. As far as 
God is concerned, nobody is better than any¬ 
body else. The Bible says that all have sinned 
and fall short of the glory of God. All people in 
all places need a savior. 

This fourth of July, we celebrate our free¬ 
doms as Americans. But are we free from the 
power and bondage of sin? In the Book of 
Romans, the Apostle Paul sums it up pretty well 
for each of us. We know that the law is spiritual; 
but I am unspiritual, sold as a slave to sin. I do 
not understand what I do. For what I want to do 
I do not do, but what I hate I do. 

Jesus Christ can give all people true free¬ 
dom from the power of sin.

Golf season in full swing 


In case you haven't noticed, the golf season is 
now in “full swing.” 

A patient of mine, who is an avid golfer, was 
recently complaining of low back pain and sciati¬ 
ca. I noticed his belly protruding a bit further 
over his belt than last year. 

I commented on him being out of shape and 
his reply was something like this: “Oh I’m really 
not out of shape. Besides I swing the club a few 
times before tee-off. That’s enough right?” 

The fact is the way many people play the 
game of golf, it can be more destructive rather 
than beneficial to their health. 

Golf is one of the most popular sports in 
America. Thanks to players like Tiger Woods, the 
game is enjoying more popularity than ever. 

Unfortunately, a large percentage of the play¬ 
ers ride the full length and breadth of the course 
on a golf cart, do a great deal of talking and bet¬ 
ting, which is followed by a full course of heavy 


drinking and eating on the 19th hole. This devel¬ 
ops the paunch. 

A large percentage of golfers also suffer from 
back problems. The reason for this is really quite 
simple. Driving a golf ball off the tee, down a long 
fairway, requires a lot of physical effort. So does a 
long iron shot. 

The problem is that you continually swing the 
club the same way, time after time after time. You 
are either right or left-handed. 

So when you repeatedly swing that club, 
one way, perhaps thousands of times each sea¬ 
son, you are also twisting your spine and all the 
muscles in the same direction over an over 
again. 

Don’t think that this doesn’t create an 
imbalance in muscles. Don’t think that vertebra 
in your spine aren’t going to suffer, too. They 
can become misaligned (subluxated) and effect 
the function of delicate nerves. I have enough 
golfers as patients to know that this is-fact. 

So what can you do about it? Start adding 
some other forms of exercise that will be bene¬ 
ficial to your spine like swimming or bicycle rid¬ 
ing. And if you really love the game of golf, a 
spinal examination by a doctor of chiropractic 
is in order.

A day pack containing rain gear, extra warm 
clothing, high energy food, water, first aid kit, pock¬ 
et knife, and a whistle are recommended. 
Sunglasses and insect repellent are also handy. 

• Don’t drink water from ponds or streams 
unless you have treated it first by boiling, filtering 
or using purification tablets. 

Proper planning and preparation will help 
assure a safe and enjoyable hike.

Pain of manual labor 

My good friend Tim, who I have known for 
years, has worked many jobs throughout his life. 
Most have been manual jobs: landscaping, car¬ 
pentry, etc. 

The past 15 years he has worked as a stone¬ 
mason. He has suffered with chronic low back 
pain for several years. 

I was recently thinking of him when I came 
across a study of construction workers in the 
Spine journal. The data showed that working 
longer than 10 years as a bricklayer was associat¬ 
ed with signs of low back disorder. No compara¬ 
ble associations were found for house-painters, 
carpenters or concrete builders. 

Why bricklayers? Bricklayers positions them¬ 
selves in the poorest posture for the low back. 
Usually they’re bent over, twisting their back 
from side to side, carrying a heavy load and 
repeating this task again and again. 

This position creates an incredible amount 
of strain on the lumbar spine. Ideally, the back 
should be straight with minimal twisting. But it is 
difficult to complete tasks that way. 

So, what should any physical laborer do?

Agawam Historical Society 
Long Ago In Agawam 

BY EDITH LAFRANCIS, TOWN HISTORIAN 



First Congregational Church 

In 1799, there was only one meeting house in 
town and that was located halfway between 
Agawam Village and Feeding Hills and was used by 
citizens from all parts of the town. This church was 
torn down and moved to Feeding Hills, where it 
became the First Congregational Church. 

Since there was a great need for a church in 
Agawam Village, a group of people bought a build¬ 


ing from a sect known as Separatists and moved it 
to Agawam from Suffield and placed it on the 
Common about 100 feet west of where the present 
church now stands. 

The building was used in common by both the 
Congregationalists and Baptists on alternate 
Sundays until 1830 when the Baptists were paid 
$600 for their share and the church was moved to 
its present location. 

In 1868, a belfry and steeple were added and 
then a chapel with kitchen and dining rooms. 

In 1905, the auditorium was entirely remod¬ 
eled and a new pipe organ was installed. The organ 
and plilpit were the gift of the children of George 
F. Fowler in memory of Deacon Fowler and George 
Fowler, his son. 

In 1892, the church became a corporate body 
by act of legislature and the society was dissolved. 

The church was demolished to make way for 
the present building, which was dedicated in May 
1967.

Socially Responsible 
Investing For Women 

Now more than ever, women are taking an 
active role in investment decision-making. As this 
trend has increased, so has the demand for invest¬ 
ment choices that demonstrate not only financial 
soundness, but also a concern for quality of’ life. 
This investment philosophy, known as socially 
responsible investing (SRI), has become increasing¬ 
ly popular with women. 

What is SRI? - Women investors who adopt a 
SRI strategy believe their investments should be 
governed more by social issues than economics. 
This often means refraining from purchasing stocks 
of companies that produce products or offer servic¬ 
es the investor disapproves of regardless of the com¬ 
pany’s profitability and potential future value of its 
stock. It can also mean investing in companies that 
promote workplace diversity, actively participate in 
community volunteer programs or work to improve 
die environment. 

While there is no standardized criteria for a 
socially responsible company or investment, socially 
responsible individuals and SRI mutual fund man¬ 
agers typically choose investments using one or a 
combination of three strategies: screening, commu¬ 
nity investing and shareholder activism. 

Screening is the exclusion or inclusion of com¬ 
panies based on company practices. Community 
investing includes investing in community-based 
companies or institutions that support development 
initiatives in local or under-privileged areas, and 
shareholder activism describes shareholder efforts 
to submit and vote corporate proxy resolutions as a 
means to influence company behavior. 

Pros and Cons - As with a II types of investing, 
there are tradeoffs. Those who practice SRI may be 
more able to align their investment choices with 
their core beliefs than other investors. However, 
socially responsible investors must balance this ben¬ 
efit with limiting their ability to make financial 
choices based on diversification strategies and/or 
investment return. 

It can often be challenging for socially responsi¬ 
ble investors to find potential investments that are 
consistent with their principles and at the same 
time produce solid returns. To make the task easier, 
there are many SRI mutual funds to select from

which combine companies that many socially 
responsible investors support. 

Some particularly discriminating socially 
responsible investors may find that it is difficult to 
invest in SRI mutual funds because not all the com¬ 
panies comprising the fund meet the standards they 
have set. That’s why, unless you want to research 
and select individual stocks, it may be necessary to 
compromise and be open to a give and take philos¬ 
ophy when shopping for SRI mutual funds. 

Getting started - If you’re interested in becom¬ 
ing a socially responsible investor, the first step is to 
determine your financial goals and consider SRI 
within the framework of your overall personal econ¬ 
omy. Next, identify your most important social con¬ 
cern and determine the companies that fit your 
investment criteria based on your beliefs. Decide 
what financial risk and return your investments can 
accept and compare this to the potential social 
return. Finally, select investments that best meet 
both your financial arid social goals. 

Building a socially responsible portfolio - To 
ensure that you are investing according to your eth¬ 
ical standards, research your investment decisions 
carefully. The SocialFunds.com website 
(www.socialfunds.com) is an extremely comprehen¬ 
sive and well organized guide to social investing. 
The Social Investment Forum 

(www.socialinvest.org), a nonprofit organization 
that promotes SRI, also provides extensive informa¬ 
tion that may help you get started. 

Many women find that investment clubs are an 
excellent way to learn about SRI. In fact, according 
to the National Association of Investors 
Corporation (NAIC), most investment club mem¬ 
bers eventually start their own individual portfolios 
armed with the knowledge gained through their 
club involvement. If you are interested in joining 
an investment club, the NAIC website (www.better- 
investing.org) can give you pointers on how to find 
a club. 

If you think a SRI strategy fits your financial 
objectives, consider working with a qualified finan¬ 
cial advisor to get professional advice about possi¬ 
ble investment opportunities. She/he can help you 
make sure your current investments fit with screen¬ 
ing standards for choosing SRIs and brainstorm 
with you on options for future investments that sat¬ 
isfy both your personal economic goals and your 
desire to invest ethically and responsibly.

Trees May Be 
Trimmed To 
Preserve Easement 


Homeowners with a view easement 
through their neighbors’ property could trim 
the neighbors’ vegetation where it was 
obstructing their view of the ocean, a land 
court judge has held. 

The neighbors argued that trimming the 
vegetation would increase the risk of the plants 
dying and would not discourage trespassers. 
But the judge disagreed and denied the neigh¬ 
bors’'request for a preliminary injunction. 

The property interest the homeowners 
possess in the view easement is a valuable one 
whose violation is a harm superior to any harm 
that would be suffered by the neighbors. 
Contrary to the neighbors’ argument, preser¬ 
vation of the status quo in this case is clearly 
abiding by the language of the view easement. 

This decision is important because the 
court recognized that “views are worthy of pro 
tection when they’re protected by a view ease¬ 
ment." For those buying property with a view 
easement, the court’s decision “restores faith 
... that the court will preserve the right of the 
dominant estate over the subservient estate.” 

A party to a real estate transaction where a 
view is involved ought to get a view easement 
to protect that view. If you do not have a 
recorded easement you will have a difficult 
time trying to keep that view if someone tries 
to put up a building or let some trees grow.

A Busy Weekend For Rosie Robotics 


On June 19 and 20, seven mem¬ 
bers from the Agawam High School 
Rosie Robotics team attended the 
IvenTeam showcase and presentation. 
IvenTeam is a program developed by 
the Lemelson Foundation and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolog)' 
(MIT) to encourage high school stu¬ 
dents to invent something for the 
benefit of the community. Teams are 
awarded up to SI0.000 to bring that 
idea to prototype. In 2004, 10 teams 
from around the nation were selected 
- teams from Alaska, California, 
Florida, Maryland, Virginia, Iowa, 
Pennsylvania, and Massachusetts. 

The Agawam High School 
IvenTeam invented a pothole detec¬ 


tion and prevention system called the 
Roadlron. The Roadlron is a system 
that utilizes ground-penetrating radar 
(GPR) provided by GeoPhysical 
Survey Systems Inc. (North Salem, 
Nil), the world leader in GPR, to 
detect subsurface pockets of water 
before they become potholes. The 
Roadlron uses pneumatics to drill 
through the asphaltic surface and an 
epoxy to fill the void. 

Once the students were finished 
with their finals, they were picked up 
in a limousine and headed off to MIT. 
Upon arrival, the members were wel¬ 
comed with open arms by the 
Lemelson-MI T staff. These Agawam 
High School students even had the 


opportunity to stay in a college dorm 
room for the night. During the show¬ 
case on Friday, staff members from 
the Federal and State DOEs as well as 
the dean of engineering of MIT were 
amazed at the level of sophistication 
and degree of professionalism the stu¬ 
dents of Agawam High School pre¬ 
sented. On Saturday, the Agawam 
High School students delivered a 35- 
minute presentation of the Roadlron 
project to the Lemelson-MIT staff, 
other students, and dignitaries. 

While all of this was happening in 
Cambridge, halfway across the state in 
Worcester, the Rosie Robotics team 
competed in Battle Cry 5 at WPI. 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute hosts 


this annual post-season FIRST 
Robotics event with 40 teams compet¬ 
ing from New England and 
Pennsylvania. Rosie gave it her all 
with rookie operators and came 
home with the Noncombatant Service 
Award for the second year in a row. 

Thanks go to all those students, 
faculty, mentors, and parents that par¬ 
ticipated in a variety of ways in sup¬ 
port of these high-profile events. A 
special thanks is also offered to the 
Agawam School Committee for their 
support of this academic extension 
program that provides an opportunity 
for students to demonstrate their 
excellence in science and technology.

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Tennis Player Lina Moysis Covers Much 
Ground During Her Four Years At AHS

18 year-old Pavlina “Lina” Moysis, one of the 
mainstay seniors on the 2004 Agawam High School 
girls’ tennis team, can best be described as an all- 
around student-athlete, one who enjoys the admira¬ 
tion of teachers, administrators, and her peers in 
the Class of 2004. 

In short, Lina is a fine young woman who suc¬ 
ceeded and thrived in all of her endeavors during 
her four years walking through the hallowed halls 
of the orange and brown. 

Lina bubbled with pride about this year’s girls’ 
tennis team, one that will go down in the record 
books as a best-ever at the school. 

The girls finished with a 14-4 record, reached 
die Western Massachusetts Division I semi-finals, 
and wore the crown as the undefeated Pioneer 
League champions. 

The last time the Brownies captured the league 
title was back in 2001, Lina’s freshman year on the 
team. 

.The Brownies advanced to this year’s semi¬ 
finals following a very tight, 3-2 win over nemesis 
Ludlow'in the quarter-finals. Ludlow had dropped 
the Brownies .from this same venue twice during 
Tina’s tenure, and she was particularly pleased 
about this year’s outcome. 

The Brownies then ran into a freight train in 
the semi-finals against top-seeded and perennial 
champs Longmeadow, losing to the Lancers 5-0 at 
the Grande Meadows Tennis Club in Longmeadow. 
Bad weather forced the match inside and the 
Brownies were unable to make the necessary adjust¬ 
ments. 

“Still, it was a great season for The team and a 
great way to go out as a senior," Lina noted. 

Lina and her senior teammate and first dou¬ 
bles partner, Becca Leupo, were both named cap¬ 
tain by the Coach Mary Wolochowicz for the spring 
season and Wolochowicz, who has guided the 
Brownie girls since the late 1970’s, couldn’t have 
been happier about the way her senior captains led 
this year’s team. 

“Lina was such a wonderful person and played 
with great enthusiasm for us. She did all the things 
a captain was supposed to do for her teammates,” 
Wolochowicz said. 

And Wolochowicz had a big impact on Lina 
and her tennis game. 

“She wasn’t your typical kind of coach. Coach 
Wolochowicz kept on encouraging us even if we 
were down by a lot. She never gave up hope and 
she urged for us to have a good time. You would 
never hear a negative comment come from her 
mouth,” stated Lina. 

Lina was called by Wolochowicz a very depend¬ 
able doubles player who would often score impor¬ 
tant team points during a light match, especially 
against Pioneer League opponents. 

“Lina was one of the reasons why we were

champions of the Pioneer League in 2004,” said 
Wolochowicz. 

In Lina's four-year tennis career at AHS, her 
most memorable moment came in a match vs. 
arch-rival West Springfieled. “Becca (Leupo) and I 
beat the first West Side doubles team. We were 
down and usually when we were down, we end up 
losing the set. We went on to defeat them in a tie¬ 
breaker and it was a great win for us.” 

As far as the highlights of her senior year on 
the team go, “being named captain and having a 
strong season overall was great. The great team 
chemistry we developed this year is something 1 will 
never forget. We had a great time out there." 

Lina will be attending the Massachusetts 
College of Art in Boston in September to major in 
graphic design. Because this college doesn’t have a 
varsity women’s tennis program, Lina will be partic¬ 
ipating in an intramural program offered by the 
school. 

Lina first got involved with tennis during her 
freshman year at the High School. She and her 
friend, Amy Lownds (a 2004 AHS grad who later 
switched to girls’ track and was one of their cap¬ 
tains this past spring) decided to try out for the 
tennis team for fun. The two became doubles part¬ 
ners that year and Lina fell in love with the sport 
and steadily improved, especially in learning the 
various strategies employed when playing doubles. 

Other than tennis, Lina played soccer during 
her freshman and sophomores years at Agawam 
High. 

Lina was a very active student during her time 
with the orange and brown. She participated in the 


Philosophy Club, Math Club, National Honor 
Society (Lina was an excellent student), 
Shakespeare. Society, Unicorn, Art Club, Quill and 
Scroll, and Renaissance. 

Her senior year courses consisted of AP 
physics, AP English, honors art, western philoso¬ 
phy, illustration, calculus honors, and yearbook. 

Lina was well-known throughout the school for 
her ability as an accomplished artist. 

Her favorite class was AP English with Kathy 
Mouneimneh and her favorite teacher was Wil 
Daigneault. 

At. graduation Lina received a gold sash and 
tassel for being a member of NHS, and a Quill and 
Scroll cord. The school’s Visual Arts Department 
presented her with the National Art Honors 
Excellence Award. She was co-president of the 
school’s National Arts Honors in 2003-2004, being 
noted for her dedication to community and school 
endeavors, including the Winter Arts Festival, 
Youth Art Exhibit, four-week student exhibit at the 
Agawam Public Library, and as an intern with 
Penfield Productions for graphic design. 

It took a while, but about 20 minutes later dur¬ 
ing the interview, Lina admitted to loving to chow 
down on some peanut butter and fluff sandwiches. 

You'll find this teen lurking through the book 
aisles at the Barnes and Noble bookstore where she 
and some of her buddies tend to hang out. 
Friendly’s is also a place she likes to meet with 
friends. 

Her music consists of a little bit of everything. 

Lina’s type of dress is casual vintage, while her 
favorite color is yellow. 

Top professional tennis player Andy Roddick is 
Lina’s boy to watch out on the tennis courts, and 
she also roots for her hometown team, the Boston 
Red Sox. 

Lina’s all-time favorite flick is “Empire 
Records” and the bands she likes are Plus Minus 
and Death Cab for Culture. 

Lina looks up to 2004 classmate Tory Lyons as 
a role model. 

Lina’s parents are Dimitri and Anastasia 
Moysis. Her mother is a health teacher at the 
Agawam Junior High School. She has two siblings, 
a brother, Teddy, 17 who will be a senior at AHS 
this fall, and a sister, Kornelia, 22 a former softball 
and soccer player for the Brownies. 

Lina wants to be remembered as a “good 
friend and a great person,” by those she associated 
with during her very memorable four-year run at 
AHS.

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Perry Lane Camp Opens For The Boys & Girls Of Summer 2004

Its that time again folks! Time to 
smother suntan, lotion on, load up on 
the bug spray, grab your hat and sun¬ 
glasses, and send the kids to the 
coolest camp in town, Perry Lane 
Summer Camp. Perry Lane opened 
for the summer season on Monday, 
June 28th. 

Perry Lane has been around for 
years, including my time going there 
as a camper back to when all of the 
Federico boys invaded the grounds as 
camp counselors (Dave, Mike, Corey, 
and Casey).

The Perry Lane pool is one of the 
camp’s main attractions and 
Shaunessy Egan is the head of the 
lifeguards (first year, but has been at 
Peny Lane for three years). 

Her roster includes Andrea Conte 
(1 year), Connor Dooley (2), Kyleigh 
Egan (4), Diane Gitlene (3), Daveen 
Macsata (4), and Dave Tbrrey (4). 

Taking on her third summer 
(13th overall summer at Peny Lane) 
as the camp director is Annie Bianca, 
and going into his third summer (11th 
overall) is Day Camp coordinator 
Dave Federico. 

“The goal for everyone this sum¬ 
mer is to have fun, relax, and to be 
yourself. I couldn’t be happier with 
my staff and this would never happen 
without my staff,” noted Bianca. “I am 
really psyched for the summer and we 
again should share a lot of memories.”

Behind the strong pitching of Kristen 
Laliberte, the Agawam Metro II team opened up 
with an 11-0 shutout of Palmer. Laliberte recorded 
nine strikeouts and was totally in charge of this 
one.

In the second game of the double-header, 
freshman pitcher Brittany Gutowski proved to be 
too much for Palmer to handle. She struck out* the 
side in the first inning and went on to whiff a total 
of seven Palmer batters as the Metro II girls came 
out on top of this one, 10-3. Once again the offense 
was powered by Joanne Brignoli (who went 3-4), 
Jaimie Plamondon, and Erin Theriault. Meghan 
Serra and Christine Cassidy turned in solid defen¬ 
sive performances for Agawam. 

On Tuesday, June 22nd, Agawam lost a tough 
one to Chicopee, 4-3. Kristen Laliberte had anoth¬ 
er strong outing for the Metro II girls. Jaimie 


Plamondon and Cali Longtin did a great job 
behind the plate, and Longtin provided most of 
Agawam’s hitting as she hammered a solo homerun 
and a triple over the Chicopee centerfielder’s head 
in consecutive times at bat. 

On the second Sunday of the season, Agawam 
battled long-time rival West Springfield. In the first 
of two games, after another good performance by 
Kristen Laliberte on the mound for Agawam, the 
game was tied 4-4 at the end of seven innings. The 
Metro League follows international rules and each 
team starts the inning with a runner at second 
base. Agawam had a couple of costly errors and a 
couple of tough calls went against them and ended 
up giving up seven runs in the top of the eighth 
inning. Agawam could have folded after such a 
tough top half of the inning, but true to the 
Agawam softball tradition, they answered back. 
Ashley Toyfair started the inning off with a hit. She 
advanced to second on Ana Aversa’s infield out.
